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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1,114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 8/09/04 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-66 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the prior art 
of record teaches method steps for fabricating optoelectronic packages, which include filling the 
substrate windows with optical polymer materials, planarizing the surface of the polymer 
materials, patterning the waveguide, etc., the prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest 
all the details steps, including patterning the waveguide material over the optical polymer 
material and the substrate to form an interconnection path and a mirror to reflect light fi-om the 
optical device to the interconnection path, positioning the optical device within the window of 
the substrate active-side up and below a top substrate siu-face, etc. These limitations in 
conjunction with other limitations in the claims were not shown by the prior art of record.
